References: 

a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29, 2001 , for records 
concerning various dossiers Your request was received in this office on April 1 8, 2001 . 

b. Our letter of April 20, 2001, informing you that additional time was needed to review the 
records and we were unable to comply with the 20-day statutory time limit in processing your 
request. 

We have conducted checks of the automated Defense Clearance and Investigations Index and 
a search of the Investigative Records Repository to determine the existence of Army intelligence 
investigative records responsive to your request. The records are enclosed for your use. 

We have located the enclosed records pertaining to Cambodia U.S. Forces, ZF004000W. We 
have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 12958. 
As a result of our review, it has been determined that the information in the Army records no 
longer warrants security classification protection and is partially releasable to you. Fees for 
processing this request are waived. 

Since the release of the information deleted from the records would result in an unwarranted 
invasion of the personal privacy rights of the individuals concerned, this information is exempt 
from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(6). 

The withholding of information by this office is a partial denial of your request. This denial is 
made on behalf of Major General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence 
investigative and security records under the FOIA. You may appeal this decision to the 
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Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your 
appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. After the 
60 day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you 
filing litigation in the courts. 

We are continuing to process your request for records regarding other titles you have 
requested and will respond to you by separate correspondence when our action is complete.

Ht believed that 
all flights ware approved by the parent organisation to the 70th Aviation 
Dstachaent (AD) which ^ thought was tha Military Assistance Coaaaad 
Thailand (MACT), located In Saaeasan, Thailand, which wis adjacent to the 
n-Tapcao US Air Porce Base, Thailand. 70rh AD pilots who flf*fc^ these "Over 
The Pence" alsslons were aot provided before alsslon briefings or after 
alssloa debrief lags, intelllgeaee briefings regarding hoatlle positions, 
AAA sites, or what action to take should the aircraft be downed, precisely 
what the pilots atatua was aa OB Aray aviators In allltary anlforas. flying 
Aray aircraft with routine sMurklngs, overflying hostile eonbat areas, or 
Inforaatlon regardlag the pilots statua while en the ground. Pilots were 
required to change to civilian attire iaswdlately upon deplaalag at point 
of arrival, ud to raaala in civilian clothes oatil they reported back to 



This canaed the pilots to questioa exactly ^ 
what their atatus would be if questioned, apprehended, or cayt ured by o
